The King of Pop, Michael Jackson, dead at 50 


Michael Jackson, the child 
star turned King of Pop 
who set the world 
dancing, but whose musi¬ 
cal genius was overshad¬ 
owed by a bizarre 
lifestyle and sex scan¬ 
dals, died Thursday. He 
was 50. 

Jackson was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 2:26 
p.m. local time after ar¬ 
riving at a Los Angeles 
hospital in full cardiac ar¬ 
rest, said Fred Corral of 
the Los Angeles County 
Coroner’s office. The 
cause of death was not 
known and an autopsy 
would likely take 
place Friday, he said. ^ 

Jackson was taken 
ill at home and his 
personal physician 
tried to resuscitate 
him but could not, / 
his brother Jer¬ 
maine told re¬ 
porters. Jackson 
was taken by para¬ 
medics to the hos- i 
pital, where doc¬ 
tors worked for 
more than an 
hour to try to re¬ 
vive him before 
pronouncing 
him dead, the 
brother said. 

Known as the 
“King of Pop,” for hits 
that included Thriller and 
Billie Jean, Jackson’s dra¬ 
matic, one-gloved stage 
presence and innovative 
dance moves were imitated 
by legions of fans around the 
world. 

His lifetime record sales 
tally was believed to be 
around 750 million, and 
with his 13 Grammy Awards 
and boundary-breaking mu¬ 
sic videos he was one of the 
most successful entertainers 
of all time. 

But Jackson’s belief that “I 
am Peter Pan in my heart,” 


his preference for the com¬ 
pany of children, his friend¬ 
ship with a chimp, his high- 
pitched voice and numerous 
plastic surgeries also 
earned him critics and the 
nickname “Wacko Jacko.” 

Jackson 
led a 


reclusive life after his acquit¬ 
tal in 2005 on charges of 
child molestation, the sec¬ 
ond time he had faced ulti¬ 
mately unproved allegations 
of abuse of young boys. 

“For Michael to be taken 
away from us so suddenly at 
such a young age, I just don’t 
have the words. I’ve 
lost my little 
brother to¬ 
day, and part 
of my soul 
has gone 
with 
him,” 
Quincy 
Jones, 
who 
helped 
arrange 
the 
music 
on the 
album 



Thriller and produced the 
Off the Wall album, told 
MSNBC. 

Jackson had been due to 
start a comeback series of 
concerts in London from Ju¬ 
ly 13 until March 2010, and 
had been rehearsing in the 
Los Angeles area for the past 
two months. The shows for 
the 50 London concerts sold 
out within minutes of going 
on sale in March. 

He was a “true musical 
icon whose identifiable 
voice, innovative dance 
moves, stunning musical 
versatility, and sheer star 
power carried him from 
childhood to worldwide ac¬ 
claim,” said Neil Portnow, 
president of The Recording 
Academy in a statement. 

About 200 fans and re¬ 
porters gathered outside the 
L.A. hospital. Some fans 
cried and hugged each other. 

“I hope he’s gone to God, 
and I hope that he’s free of 
all the troubles he’s been 
plagued with,” Tonya Blazer, 
50, who said she had been a 
fan going back more than 
four decades. 

Dozens of fans gathered 
near Jackson’s modest boy¬ 
hood home in Gary, Ind., to 
pay their respects to the 
entertainer who left the 
city long ago. Some deposit¬ 
ed flowers or toys and others 
blared his hit songs from 
their car stereos. Gary Mayor 
Rudy Clay called Jackson the 
“world’s greatest entertain¬ 
er” and said he had made 
the city proud.

Seeking the lesson 
of why teachers quit

Studies from around the 
world point to a retention 
crisis for young teachers 
and one U of A professor 
wants to investigate how 
to turn this drain into a 
gain. 

Every year hundreds of 
education graduates enter 
into the classroom in Alber¬ 
ta with a passion to share 
their knowledge. 

But within a span of 
three to four years, about 
40 per cent of these new 
teachers desert the profes¬ 
sion, said University of Al¬ 
berta Professor Jean Clan- 
dinin, who specializes in 
teacher education and de¬ 
velopment, citing a provin¬ 
cial study. 


"It's very serious for 
economic reasons.”

“This is costly,” Clandinin 
told Metro on Thursday. 

“These are career teach¬ 
ers. I think it’s very serious 
for economic reasons.” 

For Clandinin, the first 
step in reversing this omi¬ 
nous trend is to find out 
from the ex-teachers, hear 
their stories and under¬ 
stand how their career goal 
changed so dramatically. 

By speaking to them (and 
she said she’s heard from 
some of them already) 
Clandinin hopes that those 
that come forward would 
help others adapt and 
thrive in their chosen pro¬ 


fession. 

She said there’s a “pre¬ 
cipitous rise” in new teach¬ 
ers leaving not just in Al¬ 
berta but across Canada, 
Australia and the United 
States. 

Clandinin said quantita¬ 
tive studies conducted in 
the U.S.A indicate that 
most new educators check 
off salaiy, working condi¬ 
tion, and lack of profession¬ 
al development as some of 
the top reasons they aban¬ 
don teaching. 

However, Clandinin said 
it’s “dangerous” to assume 
that that’s the case here in 
Alberta and disagreed with 
labelling the desertions “a 
weeding out of bad teach¬ 
ers.” 

“If they choose to leave, 
then our schools are losing 
out,” said Clandinin. 


revamped After more than

Jackson likely to be remembered for both

Michael Jackson saw his 
musical versatility and 
head-turning dance moves 
propel him from child 
prodigy to solo superstar 
before child sex abuse 
scandals tarnished his rep¬ 
utation and his career. 

News of Jackson’s death 
broke as the 50-year-old 
singer was poised for a 
comeback with a string of 
50 concerts scheduled to 
start in London July 13. 

They were to be his first 
concert series for 12 years 
and were expected to earn 
Jackson more than $400 
million according to con¬ 
cert promoters AEG Live. 

Jackson’s fame reached a 
climax in 1982 with the 
iconic album and music 
video Thriller. 

He sold an estimated 750 
million records and won 
13 Grammys throughout a 
career that spanned four 
decades. 

But the moon-walking, 
sequin-gloved performer 
was beset by eccentricities 
that in 2008 had turned 
him into a virtual recluse 
with a mountain of finan¬ 
cial woes. Concerns about 
his health had been ram¬ 
pant during his 2005 trial 
in California on charges of 
child sex abuse — at which 


he was acquitted — and in 
2008 when he was pho¬ 
tographed in Las Vegas in a 
wheelchair for reasons 
that were never explained. 

Jackson was credited as 
the first black entertainer 
to gain a strong crossover 
following on music chan¬ 
nel MTV. 

But Jackson’s belief that 
“I am Peter Pan in my 
heart,” his preference for 
the company of children, 
his friendship with a 


chimp called Bubbles, his 
high-pitched voice and nu¬ 
merous plastic surgeries 
earned him the name 
“Wacko Jaclco.” 

After two, ultimately un¬ 
proved, allegations in 1993 
and 2003 of sexually abus¬ 
ing young boys during 
sleepovers at his Never- 
land Ranch in California, 
Jackson never recovered 
the exuberance and musi¬ 
cal creativity that marked

Russia Cheap and illicit al¬ 
cohol kills more than half 
Russian men and women 
in their most productive 
years and the government 
must act urgently to re¬ 
verse the trend, a study 
says. 

“Excessive alcohol con¬ 
sumption in Russia, partic¬ 
ularly by men, has in sever¬ 
al recent years caused 
more than half of all the 
deaths at ages of 15-54 
years,” the article said. The 
research said “excess mor¬ 
tality from liver cancer, 
throat cancer, liver disease, 
and pancreatic disease is 
largely or wholly because 
alcohol caused the disease 
that caused death.”

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'Rights’ vs. 'Rites’ the wrong battle 



uring eveiy cul¬ 
tural war, people 
of this country 
use religion to 
legitimize and 
re-affirm their pre-existing 
political, moral and psy¬ 
chological agendas. 

Such is the case with gay 
marriage. Conservatives 
and liberals — the “rites” 
vs. “rights” groups — each 
cite various religious texts 



and values to support their 
own views. 

Each side sincerely be¬ 
lieves that by legitimizing 
their views with religious 
sources, they wield the ulti¬ 
mate trump card. However, 
this tactic merely renders 
religion irrelevant and en¬ 
sures it does not contribute 
desperately needed wis¬ 
dom to the public conver¬ 
sation. 

Neither side of this de¬ 
bate has been true to their 
professed values. 

The “rites people” do not 
really care about the sancti¬ 
ty of marriage and the un¬ 



conditional love and com¬ 
mitment to family values 
that such rites express and 
witness. 

They are “freaked out” 
by the love shared by two 
people of the same gender, 
so they offer a hysterical, 
angry view that gay mar¬ 
riages will somehow un¬ 
dermine heterosexual mar¬ 
riages and family values. 

If the “rites people” real¬ 


ly believed society was bet¬ 
ter off when people com¬ 
mitted to stay together, 
they would celebrate that 
more people in this coun- 
tiy want to be in binding 
monogamous relation¬ 
ships. On the other hand, 
the “rights people” are 
equally hypocritical. 

Rather than worry about 
the label of marriage, 
which evokes fieiy opposi¬ 
tion, the “rights people” 
should concentrate on en¬ 
suring that eveiy single le¬ 
gal right straight married 
couples share is mandated 
for similarly committed 


gay couples. 

But as much as they care 
about rights, they are real¬ 
ly “freaked out” by not hav¬ 
ing the affirmation of 
those who oppose them. 

They believe this affir¬ 
mation will come with ob¬ 
taining the legal right to 
call their relationship 
“marriage.” 

Instead of fixating on the 
rhetorical victory of the 
“marriage” label, they 
should focus on emptying 
the label of its content. 
Progress on human rights 
is always too fast for some 
and too slow for others. 


Ultimately, equality 
comes not simply by fight¬ 
ing against each other, but 
from living together as 
family and friends and in¬ 
evitably realizing that our 
differences are merely the 
mysteiy of life unfolding in 
all its variety. 

This movement is un¬ 
stoppable, and paradoxical¬ 
ly the rights and rites that 
now divide us will, in the 
end, bind us as a nation.

Sister’s Keeper 
a crying shame 


My Sister's Keeper

Nick Cassavetes* latest film 
is a cold, unfeeling tear- 
jerking machine, unrelent¬ 
ing in its quest to make 
you reach for the tissues. It 
pushes every button it can 
think of to get the water¬ 
works going, not because 
the emotion of the story 
demands it, but because 
watching a movie like this, 
you're just supposed to be 
crying. 

The story is a tricky one, 
a complex tale of sacrifice 
and compromise in the 


face of terminal disease. 
After finding out their sec¬ 
ond child (newcomer Sofia 
Vassilieva) has a rare form 
of leukemia, a couple 
(Cameron Diaz and Jason 
Patric) make the contro¬ 
versial decision to have 
another child (Abigail 
Breslin), a “donor child,” 
in an effort to keep the 
other alive. 

And it works, but re¬ 
quires the youngest to en¬ 
dure multiple operations, 
bone marrow extracts 
and hospital stays. At age 
11, after being asked for a 
kidney, she says enough 
is enough and hires a 
lawyer (Alec Baldwin) to 
sue for medical emanci¬ 
pation. 

The real tragedy is that’s 
some meaty subject matter 
that could make for very 
compelling, multilayered 
storytelling exploring the 


complexities of the situa¬ 
tion. But that’s not what 
we get. Instead, we get a 
relentless tear-jerking ma¬ 
chine. 

The focus here is on the 
family, naturally, but it’s 
too splayed. Every charac¬ 
ter — including Baldwin — 
gets a chance to narrate, 
just so the audience 
doesn’t miss a single nu¬ 
ance that a better movie 
would have managed to 
communicate without re¬ 
sorting to six or seven nar¬ 
rators. 

The whole mess is 
framed by Vassilieva going 
through a book of collages 
she’s made of her life — 
which would’ve been a 
neat framing device, ex¬ 
cept the movie proceeds to 
flit around through time 
with no way of telling the 
audience they’ve just 
jumped, say, two years

back. By the time you fig¬ 
ure out where a scene fits 
in the chronology, the next 
one has already started. 

It’s tough to fault Diaz, 
Baldwin, Patric or any of 
the young actors in¬ 
volved. They all try 
valiantly to make the best 
of it, but the material is 
working against them. 
What could have been 
poignant and complex 
comes off shrill, saccha¬ 
rine and cynical.

A little older and wiser

“With the wives, out go 
the groupies,” says 
Alexisonfire’s lead scream¬ 
er George Pettit, just days 
before the band released 
its fourth album Young 
Cardinals/Old Crows. 

While the Hamilton- 
based vocalist sounds like 
he might be reassuring his 
wife that he’ll be a good 
boy on the road, he’s also 
expressing just how much 
the band has grown up in 
the eight years since it 
stormed MuchMusic’s air¬ 
waves. 

When the group first be¬ 
gan touring in 2002 the 
band members were 
known as much for their 
hard partying ways as they 
were for their aggressive, 
hardcore-meets-emo 
sound. But now, close to a 
decade later, the band is 
older and wiser. 

“We were kids when we 
wrote that first record,” 
says Pettit. “Over time 
everything changes. We 
have this wealth of travel 
behind us, we’ve spent 


years on the road living in 
a van, we have wives, hous¬ 
es and more adult respon¬ 
sibilities.” 

All that translates into 
less debauchery on the 
road, and that’s fine with 
Pettit. “Those things are 
fun in their own right, but 
if you’re into music strictly 
to screw groupies and get 
drunk, that’s a very super¬ 
ficial reason to be in¬ 
volved. 

“What keeps us here is 
not the wild lifestyle,” he 
adds. “It’s more about the 
spiritual journey that is 


loving music and trying to 
have that never-ending 
thirst for new records.” 

Moving from fast living 
rockers to property tax 
paying husbands, can turn 
a once exciting act into a 
safer, watered down ver¬ 
sion of itself (see Gavin 
Rossdale, David Usher), but 
if anything, the opposite 
has happened with Alex¬ 
isonfire. 

The band’s music is 
somewhat tamer than it 
used to be — Pettit’s 
throaty yells have given 
way to almost scratchy 


singing — but the music is 
more complex, and Dallas’ 
smooth vocals are cleaner 
and catchier than ever be¬ 
fore. It’s easily the group’s 
best album yet, and while 
some might miss the fran¬ 
tic, youthful energy, the 
more focused, thoughtful 
Alexis has created some¬ 
thing that, finally, tran¬ 
scends the screamo tag. 

“Screaming paints your¬ 
self into a corner,” says Pet¬ 
tit. “I’d been trying new 
stuff in the jam space and 
when it came time to 
recording demos I just 
tried to see how many 
songs I could do with this 
type of vocals. It felt really 
good.” 

To get to where they 
wanted to be musically, 
the band had to make 
changes to more than just 
its sound. In the past mem¬ 
bers would rush through 
recording sessions, but this 
time they spent eight 
months writing. 

“When I look back on 
our older records, if we 
thought about those songs 
for longer they would have 
turned out very different¬ 
ly,” he explains. 
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N ever mind the 
lurid allegations, 
the hyperbaric 
sleeping chamb¬ 
ers, the plastic 
surgery and the dangling ba¬ 
bies. Here’s how we should 
remember Michael Jackson: 

First, people forget that 
the Thriller album essential¬ 
ly saved the recording indus¬ 
try when it was released in 
1982. Suffering from the 
double whammy of the post¬ 
disco sales depression and a 
brutal recession, Thriller al¬ 
most single-handedly resur¬ 
rected the music industry. 

Sure, it sold somewhere 
north of 50 million copies on 
its own, but its real value lay 
in the fact that it got people 
into record stores again 
where they bought it — and 
one or two other albums. It 
went a long way towards 
pulling the entire industry 
out of desperate doldrums. 

Thriller was also sprung 
upon the public at the same 
time as the compact disc. 
Because Quincy Jones’ pro¬ 
duction was so tight and 
crisp, CD copies of Thriller 
were used as demo discs for 
CD players, speakers and 
amplifiers. Who knows how 


many billions’ worth of gear 
was sold once people heard 
the opening drumbeat from 
Billie Jean coming off a CD? 

Let’s also not forget that 
Jackson broke the colour 
barrier on MTV. Before 
Thriller, MTV showed noth¬ 
ing but rock and pop videos 
featuring white faces. Ini¬ 
tially, MTV refused to run 
the clip for Billie Jean. It was¬ 
n’t until Walter Yentnilcoff, 
president of CBS, Michael’s 
record company, threatened 
to pull every artist on their 
roster from the young chan¬ 
nel that they relented. Had 
it not been for the power of 
Michael Jackson and 
Thriller, would MTV have 
become the same cultural 
monster? And where would 
have people gone to learn 
about then-new artists such 
as Prince? 

Speaking of videos, think 
about how Jackson furthered 
that art form; John Landis di¬ 
rected the 14 minute Thriller 
video; the morphing technol¬ 
ogy first seen in the clip for 
Black or White; the reported 
$8 million US spent on the 
five minute video for Scream 
with his sister Janet. Let’s 
therefore not focus on the 
tabloid stuff. The man did 
enough that we should re¬ 
member him for the great 
groundbreaking talent he 
was.

Elvis Costello wants you 
to know one thing — 
he’s not a journalist. 

That’s obvious of 
course, he’s a legendary 
British musician who’s 
been creating brilliant 
rock music since 1977, 


but now that he hosts 
Spectacle, a talk TV show 
on CTV, some might mis¬ 
take him as a newsman 
instead of a musician. 

“Music journalists make 
assumptions about per¬ 
formers and their motiva¬ 
tion because they stand 
outside of things,” he says 
on the phone from New 
York. “These days in par¬ 
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ticular there’s a problem 
of opinionating because 
everyone can publish 
now. I’m not interested in 
doing that.” 

Costello is more focused 
on how his guests make 
music and the challenges 
they’ve overcome. He 
asked Rufus Wainwright 
about being pegged as a 
gay musician and got 
Tony Bennett to reveal 
that he passed up 
the chance to 
record the 
Louis Arm¬ 
strong hit 
What a Won¬ 
derful 
World. 

He also 
jams with his 
guests, playing 
alongside the Po¬ 
lice and Spectacle’s co¬ 
producer Elton John. It’s 
likely he’ll perform with 
Smolcey Robinson on the 
last episode of the season, 
which airs tonight. 

The renowned guitarist, 
and husband to Canadian 
jazz musician Diana Krall, 
says it would be strange if 
he didn’t sing on the 
show. “If I set myself up as 
a chat show host, or the 
new king of late night, 
that would be different,” 
he explains. “I’d be taking 
up a new career, but I’m 
not. I’m speaking as a mu¬ 
sician to another musi¬ 
cian.” 

Being an artist is, says 
Costello, a major asset for 
the job. He explains that 
he can connect with his 
guests on a level that oth¬ 
er non-musician inter¬ 
views can’t because he 
knows the job from “the 
inside.” 

“I don’t play piano like

Herbie Hancock, but I do 
understand the inside of 
it,” he says. “So the will¬ 
ingness to open up is 
probably based on that. 
And I’m not trying fit 
their answer into a pre¬ 
conceived thesis about 
them.” 

This season Costello’s 
guests have mostly been 
music stalwarts such as 
Lou Reed, Kris Kristoffer- 
son and James Tay¬ 
lor, but he has 
had on 

younger acts, 
including 
I Jenny Lewis, 

I Wainwright 
and duo She 
& Him. While 
that’s a pretty 
diverse list of 
performers, he 
does wish he could inter¬ 
view more newbies. 

“Do I wish we could 
have more young artists? 
Yes, I wish we could,” he 
says. “With them we base 
it more around musical 
performance because 
there’s less to reflect on 
and those artists were less 
comfortable talking about 
their motivations.” 

While Costello says he 
“has a high regard” for all 
his guests, there was one 
interviewee this season 
that really stands out: Bill 
Clinton. “For him to take 
an hour out of his wife’s 
busy presidential cam¬ 
paign to talk about music 
was fantastic,” he says. “It 
was a genial interview, it 
was relaxed. I didn’t feel I 
missed an opportunity to 
grill him, because that’s 
like getting into the ring 
with Muhammad Ali. And 
besides, I wasn’t there to 
make myself look clever.” 


Oscar's new best-picture rule 


film If ever there were a 
time that the town needed 
a jolt of adrenaline, 
Wednesday was it — but 
from, of all places, the staid, 
mostly predictable Acade¬ 
my of Motion Pictures Arts 
and Sciences? 

What everyone thought 
would be another sleepy an¬ 
nouncement about an ar¬ 
cane rule change in the doc¬ 
umentary or foreign lan¬ 
guage category turned into 
the headline of the day — 
opening up the Oscar race 
to 10 best picture nomi¬ 
nees. 

The rationale is not that 
hard to fathom: The awards 
telecast has been dwindling 
in the ratings for a decade;

Farrah Fawcett succumbs after long battle with cancer 


Actress Farrah Fawcett, the 
Charlie's Angels television 
star whose big smile and 
feathered blond mane 
made her one of the reign¬ 
ing sex symbols of the 
1970s, died on Thursday af¬ 
ter a long battle with can¬ 
cer. She was 62. 

Fawcett, first vaulted to 
stardom by an alluring 
poster of her in a red swim¬ 
suit, was diagnosed with 
anal cancer in late 2006. It 
spread to her liver in 2007, 
proving resistant to numer¬ 
ous medical treatments in 
Germany and California. 

“After a long and brave 
battle with cancer, our 
beloved Farrah has passed 
away,” Fawcett’s long time 
companion, actor Ryan 
O’Neal, said in a statement. 

“Although this is an ex¬ 
tremely difficult time for 
her family and friends, we 
take comfort in the beauti¬ 
ful times that we shared 
with Farrah over the years 
and the knowledge that her 
life brought joy to so many 
people around the world.” 

Fawcett’s death in a Los 
Angeles hospital came just 
six weeks after the TV 
broadcast in May of a video 
diaiy she made chronicling 
her battle with cancer and 
her final months. 

Called Farrah’s Stoiy, the 
documentary was effective¬ 
ly a self-penned obituary by 
the actress, who was bedrid¬ 
den and had lost her fa¬ 
mous hair by the time it 
was shown. 


Fawcett’s career took off 
| thanks to a poster of her 
posing flirtatiously with a 
brilliant smile in a red one- 
piece bathing suit. It sold 
millions of copies and led to 
her being cast in 1976 in 
Charlie’s Angels, an action 
show about three beautiful, 
strong women private de¬ 
tectives. 

As the tanned and glam¬ 
orous Jill Munroe — part of 
a trio that included Jaclyn 
Smith and Kate Jackson — 
Fawcett was the hit show’s 
most talked-about star. 
SERIOUS ROLES 

While Fawcett’s early ca¬ 
reer was marked by light¬ 
weight roles, the actress 
sought to play down her sex 
symbol image in more chal¬ 
lenging dramas in the ’80s. 

She earned critical ac¬ 
claim for her performance 
as a battered wife in 1984’s 
The Burning Bed, for which 
she received the first of 
three Emmy nomina- 


Farrah Fawcett. 


O’Neal said she had want¬ 
ed to tell her stoiy on her 
own terms. 

Fawcett, bom Feb. 2, 
1947, in Corpus Christi, 
Texas, was an art student in 
college before she began 
modelling, appearing in 
shampoo ads.

Salmon with 
Tropical Fruit 
Salsa 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 salmon steaks 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

SALSA: 

1 small mango 
1 small papaya 
lin. (2.5cm) piece fresh 
ginger 

Handful of mint leaves 
1 lime 

Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat grill to moder¬ 
ate and cover rack with 
foil. 

2. For salsa, cut mango in 
half, remove flesh, dice 
finely and put into bowl. 
Cut papaya in half, scoop 
out and discard seeds, 
finely dice flesh and add 
to mango. 

3. Peel ginger and grate in¬ 
to bowl. Rinse, dry and 
chop mint and add to 
bowl. 


4. Wash wax off lime. Re¬ 
move few shreds of zest 
for garnish. Grate the rest 
and add to salsa. Squeeze 
juice and add half to bowl, 
reserving remainder. 

5. Season salsa with salt 
and plenty of pepper; mix 
well. 

6. Put salmon steaks, skin 
sides down, onto foil on 
broiler rack. Brush with 
olive oil, season and sprin¬ 
kle with remaining lime 
juice. Broil 6-8 minutes 
without turning, fish is 
done when flesh flakes 
easily. 

7. Serve grilled salmon 
garnished with lime zest 
and accompanied by salsa.
